Washington, Oct. 1.— Immediate leg­ 
islation to place under federal control 
the construction of all bridges and 
their approaches and to prevent en­

Unlike his predecessors, who planned 
long trips all about the country and to 
Panama, the president has found that 
it is Impossible to make plans with 
“ congress on his bands,” as Grover 
Cleveland once remarked. 
And con­ 
gress will stay, or, rather, the presi­ 
dent is determine«! that congress shall 
stay, until 1t does its work. 


That Constant Hammering. 
Secretary Bryan Inis begun to chafe 
somewhat under the constant hammer­ 
ing he has been subjected to for sev­ 
eral months. 
H e is used to new.-^paper 
criticism and even to misrepresenta­ 
tion. but it was political, and he took 
it as a m atter of course.

Fu ller said the governor had told 
him this in the executive mansion la 
Albany Ju ly 30 last, when he had 
called there at Mr. Sulz«*Fs request 
after receiving a subpoena to appear 
before the Fraw ley investigating com­ 
mittee. 
"M r. Fuller, you know that these is* 
curities were Mrs. Sulzer’s, don’t yo u?"
